PORD GLUE SOLVES

Upholsterer’s Assistant 
Admits Assaulting and 
| Slaying Woman Writer. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—(UP)— 
A piece of string, frayed from 11 days 
of police examination, trapped John 
Fiorenza into confessing today that he 
murdered Mrs. Nancy Evans Titter- 
ton—a crime that seemed destined to 
go forever unsolved. 

The end of the case was as startling 
as its beginning, Sitting in Mrs. Tit- 
terton's own apartment today—in an 
easy chair—Fiorenza told how and 
why and when he attacked the attrac- 
tive, auburn-haired writer and how he 
eluded police for 11 days. 

He is an assistant in upholstery 
shop and was one of the two men who 
“found” Mrs. Titterton’s body on the 
afternoon of Good Friday. He and 
Theodore Kruger, his employer, enter- 
ed the Titterton apartment to deliver 
a couch they had repaired. It was 
Fiorenza who on that day calmly step- 
ped to the telephone, rang police head- 
quarters and said: There's a wom- 
an's body in a bathtub here at 22 
Beekman place.” 

Late today Fiorenza was booked at 
the Kast Fifty-first street police sta- 
tion on a murder charge. 

Case Swiftly Ended. 

The solution of the case came with 
the abruptness of the last chapter in 
a detective story. Fiorenza was one 
of the first persons questioned after 
the body was found, but he was exon- 
erated. It was not until two days ago

Retain Lawyers 


Mart Creditors 
To Collect Debts 


38 Persons and Companies Listed as Due Approximately 
$60,000 From Commissioner of Agriculture Tom Lin- 
der’s Department ; Several Said Near Bankruptcy. 


The law firm of Colquitt, McDou-< 
gall, Troutman & Arkwright an- 
nounced yesterday that it had been 
retained by 38 creditors of the At- 
lanta Farmers’ market in an attempt 
to collect what a member of the firm 
said was approximately $60,000 due 
the creditors for construction of the 
markets. 


The spokesman for the firm said 
that “a small percentage” of the total 
amount due had been paid but he 
revealed that several small plumbing 
companies which had installed appa- 
ratus at the market were bordering on 
bankruptcy because they have been 
unable to get their money. 


“Our clients tell us that they were 
promised payment in cash by Com- 
missioner of Agriculture Tom Linder 
but that they have been unable to get 
any satisfaction out of Mr. Linder,” 
the member of the firm said. “Our 
firm likewise has not been able to get 
anything definite from Mr. Linder 
and it was only after we appealed to 
Governor Talmadge to do something 
to keep the creditors from going into 


tial payment.” . 
The lawyer explained that because 


the property is leased from various 
owners it cannot be taken over by 
the creditors and because Linder is 
an agent of the state he cannot be 
sued because a suit against him in 
the matter would be considered 3

“Governor Talmadge told us that 
if be obtained a favorable decision 
from the supreme court on the, finan- 
cial cases now pending before it he 
might be able to liquidate the debts,” 
the lawyer said.

As the court recessed yesterday aft- 
ernoon until 9 o’clock this morning, 
arguments were being heard on a mo- 
tion by counsel for Dr. Julian Riley 
and Hughes Spalding, executors of the 
will, to direct a verdict to the effect 
that Mrs. Hungerford was a resident 
of Fulton county at the time of her 
death and that the disputed will was 
her last testament. | 

Hungerford was left only 55.000 
and some jewelry by his wife, who 


made her mother, Mrs. Julia E. Mur- 
phy, of Atlanta, and her sister, Mrs. 


Julian Riley, also of Atlanta, joint 
beneficiaries. , 

Contending that he is and was at 
the time of her death a resident of 
New York, the husband has already 
started court action in New York to 
adjudicate the will there. Under the 
New York law, he would receive half 
the estate. Hungerford has a court

VOLUME OF TRADE 
HITS O-YEAR Ho 


for 
First Three Months of 
1936 Total $575,123,000. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(4)— 
Tue heaviest Volume of foreign frade 
in fire years was recorded for the 
first quarter of the year today by the 
Commerce Department. 

While Ameriea bought slightly more 
abroad in that period than it sold to 
other nations, the totals of both im- 


ports and exports reached their high- 
est points since 1930 and 1931, re 
spectively. 

At the same time, the department 
reported that, despite Mussolini's need 
for war supplies in his East Afri- 
can campaign, Italian purchases in 
America were trending downward. 
The same was true of exports to Ital- 
ian Africa and to Ethiopia. 

In the general figures, officials 
pointed to two circumstances which 
they thought especially significant. 
One showed continued gains in ex- 
ports of automobiles, despite the fact 
that the production season was ad- 
vanced by several months this year. 

“Unfavorable Balance.” : 

The other, they thought, indicated 
a tendency toward increased exports 
and decreased imports of agricultural 
commodities. 

The quarter showed what once was 
termed almost universally an “unfa- 
vorable balance of trade” totaling $5,- 
387,000. The Commerce Department 
now calls this only an “excess of im- 
ports over exports.” 

New Deal economists, led by Sec- 
retary Hull, contend that a great vol- 
ume of both exports and imports is 
preferable to a large excess of ex- 
ports. New Deal foreign trade poli- 
cies have sought to remove barriers 
against a rapid flow of trade among 
the nations. 

For the three-month period, exports

HOUSE BODY ENDS 
TAX BILL ACTION 


Complicated Measure Is 
Expected To Raise 
$800,000,000 Each Year. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—(/)— 
A highly complicated, 249-page tax 
bill, carrying no definite estimate as 
to its revenue possibilities although 
claimed by its backers to be a poten- 
tial source of between $700,000,000 
and $800,000,000, today cleared its 
last hurdle on the way to the house 
floor. 

Even as the measure was finally in- 
troduced and approved two hours later 
by the ways and means committee, re- 
publican members of that group rushed 
to completion a minority report at- 
tacking the program. It was not, how- 
ever, immediately made public. 

The bill, completed exactly seven 
weeks, to a day, after the plan was 
suggested by President Roosevelt in 
a special message, varied in part from 
his proposals. Noticeably missing was 
his suggestion for new processing 
taxes. 

Anxious, nevertheless, to dispose of 
one of the two major barriers to ad- 
journment, house leaders planned to 
take the bill to the floor Thursday, 
rush it through general debate by next 
Tuesday and pass it by the following 


Friday. 
Party Line Broken. 

Indicative of the fight awaiting the 
appearance of the -bill on the floor 
was the fact that the ways and means 
committee failed to hold all its demo- 
erats in line in approving the measure. 

The 15-to-8 committee vote aligned 
the seven republicans solidly against 
the legislation, along with Represent- 
ative Lamneck, democrat, Ohio, who 
went on record by proxy. Two demo- 
crats, Representatives McCormack. of 
Massachusetts, and Lewis, of Mary- 
land, were absent. 

The heart of the bill is a new sys- 
tem of corporation taxing.

FROM ADDIS ABABE 


Badoglio Expected To 
Attempt To Cross-Up 
Haile Selassie’s Defense 


ADDIS ABABA, April 21.—(4)— 
Italy’s army: is still nearly 200 miles 
away from, this almost deserted cap- 
ital, the government claimed tonight. 

Confirmed reports disclosed that the 
primitive. and preeipitious highway 
from Dessye, a town now in the hands 
of Italians, is still practically clear 
of the European invaders. 

“(The Addis Ababa correspondent of 
the British Exchange Telegraph Agen- 
ty reported to London that an Ethio- 
pian infantry column had reached an 
Italian airdromé northwest of Dessye 
and burned 19 Italian airplanes and 
the entire gasoline supply.) 

There were indications that Mar- 
shal Pietro Badoglio, Italian com- 
mander, might attempt to cross up 
Emperor Haile Selassie’s defense 
plans by, a surprise advance on Addis 
Ababa from the east or southeast. 

From Dessye, Badoglio’s next push 
could skirt the Shoan mountains, 


where they tumble into the Danakil 
desert, in an attempt to reach the 


capital from Ankober. He could even 
seek # join the Italian Somaliland or 
southern forces at Hawash and follow 
the railroad into Addis. Ababa. 
No Italians Sighted. 
Sholameda, another distant point 
on the Dessye road, also reported no 
Italians: have been sighted. 
VUneonkirmed reports reached here 
of a fierce battle north of Addis 
Ababa but were later discredited 


when the government disclosed it had 
communicated by wireless and tele- 
phone with distant towns on all pos- 
sible routes of approach to the capital, 
including Ankober and Hawash. 
Government officials expressed be- 
lief Marshal Badoglio would mark 
time now that the League of Nations 
has failed to adopt stronger sanctions, 
but the Dessye road still appears to 
be the logical route for an attempted 
advance on the capital. 

For this reason Ethiopian armies 
are being rapidly reinforced south of 
Dessye.

Policemen Testify at Ses- 
sion on Incident That 
Occurred at Tenth and 
Piedmont on March 24. 


Councilman J. Allen Couch, mem- 
ber of the council police committee, 
was indicted on charges of public in- 
decency and assault and battery yes- 
terday as an important step in the 
investigation of the city police de- 
partment being conducted by the F ul- 


ton grand jury. 


Bond for Couch was set at $100 
in each ease and bench warrants for 
his arrest were issued yesterday aft- 
ernoon. The councilman telephoned 
and said that he will appear at the 
sheriff’s office this morning to make 
the bond, deputies declared. 

Councilman G. Dan Bridges, chair- 


man of the police committee, with 
whom Couch clashed over police ad- 
ministration policies at the commit- 
tees session last Thursday night, 
characterized the indictment as put- 
ting “it up to the mayor to take some 
action now.” : 

Key Declines Comment. 

Key and members of city coundil 
generally, however, declined to com- 
ment on the indictment. 

Councilman C. W. Hester, Bridges’ 
colleague from the third ward, assert- 
ed “Couch should resign to save coun- 
eil members unnecessary criticism,’ 
but added, “I would not vote to im- 
peach him from what I know of the 
matter.” 

Councilman Raleigh Drennon, ninth 
ward, who had championed a move td 
ask the entire police committee te 
resign after the session last Thurs- 
day night and was balked because of 
legal barriers, said: 

“I know nothing that council can 
do about the matter, The people have 
a vote on all of us in September. They 
should register and vote. That’s just 
about the best way I know in which 


they can handle their own business in 
ocal public affairs.”

Alderman Farris A, Mitchell, dis- 
charged by Mayor Key with Council- 
men George B. Lyle and Howard 
Haire from the police committee when 
council was reorganized’ the first of 
the year, said he regretted the occur< 
rence, while Lyle had no comment. 

Haire said he believed that it is up 
to the mayor to initiate a move ta 
clean up the situation. He said: 

“As a deposed member of the 1933 
police committee I have been reluctant 
to say anything about police matters 
for fear I would be misconstrued as 
being disgruntled. However, the 1934 
police committee is the mayor's selec

terton opened the door, recognized the 
“furniture man” who had called the 
day before and admitted him. 
Police Commissioner Valentine take 
up the story here: 

“He immediately set upon Mrs. 
Titterton, placing a gag around her 
mouth and tying her hands 
twine, Then he attacked her. After 
that he carried her to the bathtub 
and placed her in it.” 

Other Details of Killing. 

The crisp police report does not tell 
all the story. Fiorenza also ripped off 
all of Mrs. Titterton’s clothing except 
her stockings, and threw her on the 
bed. Around her neck he knotted the 
coat of her own pink pajamas, and 
also used a red blouse to strangle her. 
Then he cut away the cords with 
which he had bound her and presum- 
ably stuffed them in his pocket. One 
vital strand of twine was left, how- 
ever, and that was the one that trap- 
ped Fiorenza. 

Police found that cord under the 
body in the bathtub—found it after 
they had gone racing to Beekman 
place in response to the telephone call 
from Fiorenza himself. 

With the body sprawled in the 
bathtub, Fiorenza slipped out of the 
apartment house and hurried over to 
the Kruger 1 shop. He ar- 
rived at 11:50 a. m., and found that 
the work on the Titterton love seat 


had been finished. He and Kruger fol 


made arrangements to deliver it th.t 
afternoon. 
Finding of Body. 

Around 1:30 p. m., Fiorenza ran 
the Titterton doorbell for the thir 
time in two days. There was no an- 
swer. The door was ajar. He and 
Kruger put down ‘the love seat and 
gave the door a tentative push. They 
entered. It is a small apartment— 
bedroom, living room, dinette and 
bathroom. The bathroom door was 
open. 

Kruger recalled today that when 
they saw Mrs. Titterton’s body, Fi- 
orenza seemed surprised. According 
to Kruger, Fiorenza looked at the 
body of the woman he had murdered 
about two hours previously and said: 

“This must have been the work of 
a maniac.” 


Then Fiorenza stepped to the tele- Co 


phone and dialed police headquarters. 

Fiorenza and Kruger, of course, 
were the first persons detectives ques- 
tioned. Apparently no attempt was 
made immediately to check up on Fi- 
orenza’s alibi that he had been in 
court that morning. By dusk Fiorenza 
had been exonerated, and suspicion 
was turning toward three house paint- 
ers and the negro janitor of the apart- 
ment house, Dudley Mings. They, too, 
were exonerated. 

Piece of String. _ 

The clues were scanty. Attempts 
to vag out fingerprints on the Tit- 
terton furniture failed, and Inspector 
Francis Kear, holding up the 12 1-2 
inch piece of twine, said that was a 
mighty small clue with which to work.

veloped only one «theory that now. ™

It was that whoever committed this 
murder was a person known to Mrs. 
Titterton and trusted by her. There 
were no indications of struggle in the 
apartment, so obviously the murderer 
had no trouble in gaining access. 
Fiorenza cleverly gagged Mrs. Titter- 
ton as soon ds he got in the apart- 
ment, and that explained why none 
of the other tenants in the building 
heard cries for help. 

The investigation went along a 
score of trails. Chief hope was 
placed in the police department's 
scientific laboratory in Brooklyn, 
where Dr. Alexander Gettler, a toxi- 
cologist, worked long hours over test 
tubes, paint scrapings and stains on 
clothing. In the end, it was not 
science but old-fashioned pavement 
pounding by ordinary cops which 
solved the case. 

Manufacture Traced. 

These policemen were instructed to 
take the strand of twine and find out 
who manufactured it. It seemed to 
be a thankless, tireless task. Cord 
factories in Philadelphia and York, 
Pa., were checked without result. 
Sixty-five weary cops went from town 
to town in New Jersey, meeting fail- 
ure ev here. 

Detectives got as far as Kentucky 
on the search, and ge time they 
returned and reported failu they 
were told to go out and start all over 
again. 

Three days ago they got results. 
They not only found the factory where 
such cord was manufactured, but 
found that this plant sold its prod- 
uct to the Kruger Upholstery shop. 
There was no immediate rush to ar- 
rest Fiorenza; instead, nolice were or- 
dered out on another weary job. They 
were instructed to “tail” Fiorenza 
day and night in the hope he would 
do something to incriminate himself. 
For 48 hours it was impossible for 
Fiorenza to leave his house without 
police headquarters knowing it im- 
mediately; detectives knew what he 
ate, which newspapers he read, what 
movies he attended. 


Seized. 

Late last night they grabbed him 
but took him to a hotel room instead 
of to headquarters. ‘There he under- 
went what police call “vigorous” ques- 
tioning. It went on through the

in newspapermen and said: “We 
have broken the Titterton case.” 

Then the public began to find out 
some things about Fiorenza. e is, 
according to Valentine, an ex-con- 
riet who is on probation. The “court 
business” he had on the morning of 


the murder was to report to police, 


but instead he went to the Titterton 
apartment. 

Persons who know him best were 
astonished when he confessed. Fio- 
renza apparently had a surface ap- 
pearance of respectability. :

MRS. ROOSEVELT URGES 
UNITED PEACE EFFORTS 


British Statesman Advocates 
Formation of New League 
‘of Nations. 


WASHINGTON, April 21. 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt in an ad- 
dress prepared for delivery tonight in 
the emergency peace campaign to keep 
the United States out of war, said 
that by and large the vast number 
of our individual citizens still shirk 
their responsibility.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt was unable to par- 
ticipate in a broadcast of addresses 
and it was read for her by Mrs. Han- 
nah Clothier Hull, of Philadelphia, 
president of the Women’s Internation- 
al League for Peace and Freedom. 

George Lansbury, laborite member 
of the British parliament, urged the 
formation of a new League of Na- 
tions including India, Egypt and the 
African peoples. 

Mrs. Roosevelt briefly told of the 
efforts of the government to maintain 
peace among the nations, and added: 
“The record of our people is not 80 
good.” 

“We have continued in certain 
groups to insist on private profit,“ 
she said, “with belligerent countries in 
spite of the appeal made to us by our 
government to keep our trade on a 
peace-time basis with all belligerent 
nations. 

“Certain grou in our country, 
notably the Quakers, who have had 
a leading part in initiating this cam- 
paign, have for years tried to awaken 
our individual citizens to their respon- 
sibility for peace. A growing num- 
ber of groups are now associating 
themselves with the 8 but by 
and large the vast number our in- 
dividual citizens still shirk their re- 
sponsibility; they still say We as 
individuals can do very little to shape 
national policies.’ They forget that 
we as individuals elect the people who 
do shape those policies and we can 
elect others if at any time we feel 
our representatives fail to conform 
with our desires.”

Persecutions of Jews in Germany 


Denounced in Speech by Rabbi Wise 


The persecution of German Jews 
and Palestine as a haven of peace 
and security for refugees were pic- 
tured last night by Rabbi Jonah B. 
Wise, of New York city, in a denuncia- 
tion of nazi practices as he addressed 
700 Atlanta Jews attending the din- 
ner-meeting which officially launched 
the Jewish welfaré fund campaign. 

Though $50,000 is Atlanta's quota, 
approximately $40,000 had been raised 
by the close of the meeting last night. 
City-wide solicitations will begin this 
morning. 

Describing the plight of German 
Jews, Rabbi Wise declared: 

“Many Jewish children in Germany 
realize that to be born a Jew is to 
be in a pogition almost impossible to 
suffer and sustain. I have found that 
many are committing suicide. I cannot 
adequately picture the ghastly situa- 
tion. We, however, have committed 
ourselves to aid them. If we fail I see 
every Jew in the land walking with 
stooped shoulders and. an averted 
glance.” : 

Rabbis of all Atlanta synagogs, and 
many members of each congregation, 
attended the meeting. Harold Hirsch, 
Atlanta attorney and general cam- 
paign thairman, introduced Rabbi 
Wise, who recently visited Germany, 
and was invited here as the speaker 
to open officially the Atlanta cam- 
paign. Many contributions were made 
following Rabbi Wise’s address. 

“Despite all difficulties and charges 
brought against the Jew, no one can 


honestly maintain indictments against 
him of being anything but a helpful 
and potential force in the social prog- 
ress of the world,” the rabbi said. “If 
any group has given wonderfully to 
medicine, philosophy, poetry and all 
the arts and sciences in Germany, it 
is the Jew. History will record the 
attack upon the Jew by. nazis as one 
of the gravest mistakes that could be 
made by a man entrusted with the 
leadership of his country.” 

Jews have one way of answering 
Hitler and that is by practicing “self- 
restraint,” and using charity and jus- 
tice as their weapons, he said: He 
urged every Jew to “join in the battle 
for justice.” 


“If you feel insulted and degraded, 
do something,” he challenged. “Let’s 
rise up and let our wrath give power 
to our resentment.” 


He urged Jews everywhere to “give 
freely so that there will a con- 
tinuous support of the Jews in Ger- 
many, support of refugees fleeing to 
other countries and support of the 
program at Palestine.” 


Despite the recent riots in Pales- 
tine, he said, “conditions there are 
8 improved.“

Victim of tobaccosis must remem- 
ber that while the tobacco, nicotine 
or other substance may be entirely 
eliminated from the system within a 
few days after smoking is stopped, it

To print the Bible was a long, hard 
task. Gutenberg labored on it for 
almost five years. One by one the 
pages were “set up” in type. After a 
page of type was ready, it was put 
in the press and covered with ink. 
Then paper was placed over it, the 
press handle was turned and the page 
was printed. It has been figured that 
50 or 60 pages were printed in one 
hour. 
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have felt that he never would 
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manded that he be allowed to seize 
the type, type molds, press and Bibles. 
The judge decided in his ‘favor and 
Gutenberg lost the fruit of his long 
labors. 

Hach Bible contained 1,282 pages 
and was bound in two volumes, The 
printing had been done with care, and 
is the best known up to that time. 
Whether or not Gutenberg waa first 
to use movable type, he was a great 
pioneer of the printing industry. Dur- 
ing the last few years of his life he 
received a pension from an archbishop 


and was treated with some honor. 


The first moyable type letters were 
carved from wood, but these gave way 
to letters cast from metal. Gaten- 
berg has received credit for being first 
oo 4 5 of — * 
making type letters, and tor ng 
ink of lamp-black and linseed oil, like 
much of the printing ink used today. 

Soon after Gutenberg brought forth 
his Bible, the use of movable type 
spread far and wide. German print- 
ers went 1 and started print- 
shops .

ed the art and returned to England, 
where he became 3 printer.

For a century after the death of 
Gutenberg, each prin had its own 
set of molds and cast its own type.

ROME, April 21.—(#)—The “hell 
on wheels” column of Italy’s southern 
army pressed forward more than 60 
miles today as Premier Mussolini, cele- 
brating the 2,698th birthday of Rome, 
declared “our ship is arriving in port 
with all sails flying.”

His first appearance was on a roof- 
top with a pick, where he gave the

Later II Duce spoke from the bal- 
cony of his offices at the Piazzo Ve- 
nezia after receiving the homage of a 
vast crowd. °

were launched respectively at Specia 
and Trieste in the presence of en- 
thusiastic crowds.

LEAGUE CLAIMS ITALY 
VIRTUALLY WITHOUT GOLD 

GENEVA, April 21.—(?)—Down- 
cast by failure to clear a road to east 
African peace, the League of Nations 
tonight looked on Italy’s steadily di- 
minishing supply of gold as a possible 
deterrent to much further extension 
of her campaign against Ethiopia. 

The expense of Premier Bénito Mus- 
solini’s war, coupled with sanctions, 
said a communique issued by the 
League, has reduced the country’s gold 
supply with remarkable rapidity. 

Experts of the committee on sanc- 
tions, examining reports from many 
countries, estimated that between last 
October 20 and the end of March, this 
year, the Bank of Italy had lost 105,- 
— gold dollars in foreign as- 
sets. 

This is nearly half the 227,200,000 
gold dollars it had in October. 

“What amount of gold in foreign 
assets the (Italian) government has 
been able to collect domestically since 
October is unknown,” the report said. 

Gold holdings of the Bank of Italy 
dropped 27,800,000 gold dollars be- 
tween October 20, 1935, and the end 
of the year—a figure which the com- 
munique said had been confirmed by 
reports in the Italian press. 

The League’s campaign for concilia- 
tion in Africa was dropped in an at- 
mosphere which bespoke the conviction 
of League officials that Geneva's posi- 
tion was made exceedingly difficult.

YUGOSLAVIA, RUMANIA 
MAY FOLLOW ENGLAND 

PARIS, April 21.—(/)—High 
French sources said tonight that Yugo- 
slavia and Rumania, expressing in- 
creasing anxiety” over. France's vaeil- 
lation“ in negotiations to end the 
Italo-Ethiopian war, will follow Great 
Britain’s lead from now on. 

These sources declared the informa- 
tion was conveyed to Premier Albert 
Sarraut and Foreign Minister Pierre- 
Etienne Flandin by Joseph Paul-Bon- 
cour, minister of state, who attended 
the League of Nations sessions at 
Geneva. 3 

Rumanian and Yugoslavian dele- 
gates told Boncour, it was said, that 
their governments might be forced“ 
to seek protection from Germany if 
the League was proved definitely pow- 
erless to aid the smaller nations of 
Europe. 

French officials acknowledged that 
Yugoslavia still fears a struggle with 
Italy over Dalmatia 
friendship for Premier Mussolini has 
made Belgrade fear the French will 
refuge aid in the event of a conflict. 

Rumania, the French declared, is 
“alarmed” over the increase in treaty 
scrapping in Europe and fears Hun- 
gary, tied to Italy by economic agree- 
ments, will demand revision of fron- 
tier lines unless the League proves 
strong.

“SPENDING” NAMED 
AS MAJOR ISSUE 


Institute of Public Opition 
Asks Voters “Why” of 


New Deal Stand. 


NEW YORK, April 21.—Analysis 
of thousands of ballots cast in a spe- 
cial poll conducted by the American 
Institute of Public Opinion shows 
that the campaign cry which may be 
most popular with republicans is: 
“Stop government extravagance.” The 
democratic favorite is: “Roosevelt 
helped the common man.” 

Not content to ask voters merely 
whether they approved or disapproved 
the New Deal, the Institute asked 
each voter to tell why. 

“Too much spending” was the No. 
1 reason given by citizens who are 
against the New Deal and who intend 
to vote for a republican president. 

“Roosevelt helped the common man” 
led all reasons given by voters who 
favor the New Deal and who would 
vote for Roosevelt's re-election if the 
election were today. 

There you have the chief issue of 
the campaign as it appears to citi- 
zens today: Has spending been waste 
ful, or has it been worthwhile? 

Triple-A, NRA and the handling 
of unemployment and relief were spe- 
cific phases of the New Deal ap- 
prov by voters in this poll who 
today classified themselves as demo- 
crats. 

Voters who disapproved the New 
Deal, in addition to what they termed 
“wasteful spending,” disliked regula- 
tion of business, disregard of the con- 
stitution and dictatorial government.

Answer: You might have a heart- 
to-heart talk with the two boys, ex- 
plaining that you love them equally 
and want them to love you and 
since your attempt to settle their 
squabbles is getting you in bad, you 
have decided to leave all the disci- 
pline to their father, letting him 
decide who is right, who is wrong 
and what the punishment is to be. 
This will lay the burden squarely 
where it belongs, run your stock up 
and put the quietus on the tendency 
of the older boy to carry tales to 
his father. 


One stepmother who tried this plan 
of refusing to discipline her husband’s 
children found that it worked like a 
charm. The boys aud girls grew up 
to love and respect her. She was 
friend and counselor to them and 
that’s all. You see the mere desire 
to love and be loved by stepchildren 
is not enough, though this is certainly 
the first essential ‘o a su ul re- 
lationship. The sensitive, censorious 
child ie a trial to his own parent and 
it takes not only mother love but good 
judgment as well to deal wisely with 
him. It is too much to expect of any 
woman but the child’s mother, that 


she can absorb the humiliation of hav-“ 


ing him criticise her to outsiders and 
tell fibs on her to his father without 
her becoming prejudiced against him 
and somewhat bitter about the position 
he puts her in. Then when the time 
for disciplige comes, she can’t avoid 
being swayed by her natural desire 
to get even, to show the young rebel 
who holds the reins. The conscien- 
tious stepmother doesn’t put any of 
this into words. She probably doesn’t 
recognize the emotions that sway her. 
But she is human and with all her 
good intentions toward her “steps” 
she reacts as any other human being 
will react to injustice at the hands of 
child or adult. 


How much better for a 
faced with this hard problem to 
withdraw from disciplining the chil- 
dren than to run away her 
duties as wife and homemaker for 
the family.

WEED PACT MEASURE 
IS PASSED BY SENATE 


Harry L. Brown, Extension 
Agent, Says Georgia Grow- 
ers Will ‘Fall in Line.’ 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—,)— 
The senate today passed without a 
record vote the Kerr bill authorizin 
states to enter compacts to contro 
production of tobacco. The measure, 
already 3 by the house, goes 
back to that body with minor amend- 
ments. 

The measure specifically grants con- 

essional consent for the states of 

entucky, Virginia, Tennessee, North 
Carolina, South Carolina and Georgia 
to enter into compacts, but opens the 
way also for agreements among other 
leaf-growing states. 

The six states involved, growing 
flue cured, burley and dark fire cured 
tobacco, must adopt identical control 
legislation before-the proposal becomes 
effective. Virginia already has enact- 
ed a model statute. 

An amendment by Senator King, 
democrat, Utah, was adopted to pro- 
hibit the states from price-fixing or 
establishing tobacco monopolies under 
the compacts. 


SOUTH CAROLINA 
PASSES CONTROL BILL. 

COLUMBIA, S. C., April 21.—(#) 
The senate pa and sent to the 
house tonight a tobacco crop control 
bill after amending it, its sponsors 
said, to render it ineffective for the 
1936 crop. 

An amendment by Senator Me- 
Eachin, of Florence, to eliminate a 
provision to include Georgia in a pro- 
posed compact of states by a volun- 
tary agreement for control of the 
1936 crop was adopted. 

Senator Paul Quattlebaum, of 
Horry, whose motion to table the 
McEachin amendment failed, 16 to 8, 
said of the amendment: “It has the 
effect of making the bill non-operative 
for the 1936 crop.” 

McEachin, from a tobacco-growing 
center, said of the proposal to admit 
Georgia under a voluntary agreement: 

“Voluntary agreements are not 
worth the paper they’re written on 
and you know it.”

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$3,000,000 Cost Estimated 
by Wilburn; To Be Com- 
pleted in 90 Days. 


Chairman W. E. Wilburn, of the 
State Highway Board, announced yes- 
terday that with the advent of good 
weather the department was launching 
a repair program through which it 
hoped to repair all damaged roads 
within the next 90 days. The chair- 
man said that it would cost at least 


$3,000,000 to repair the highways 
damaged during the severe winter 
weather. 

“We expect to get to work on Route 
41 north of Cartersville next week, 
Wilburn said. “Our reports show 
that this road was the worst damaged 
of all, and until now the weather has 
been such that we could do little work 
north of Atlanta.” 

Wilburn said that reports from 
highway engineers showed the dam- 
age from the widwinter ice storm 
more severe than any previously re- 
ported in Georgia. 

Best Roads Suffered. 


“Even our best concrete roads built 
to withetand what we believed to be 
the worst weather Georgia would have 
suffered immeasurably,” the board 
chairman said. 

Wilburn said that the automobile 
Ticense tag fees which are allocated 
to the Highway Department for main- 
tenance work would not be sufficient 
to pay the repair costs. 

“We get about $1,000,000 a year for 
maintenance from the tag fees and 
under ordinary conditions this would 
be enough to maintain the roads,” he 
said. However, this year we will 
have to get the balance we will need 
out of our general highway fund, and 
the board is certain that the people 
will agree with the membership that 
the money will be well spent.” 


Judge Max L. McRae, commission 
member in charge of south Georgia 
work, said that the roads in his sec- 
tion also were badly damaged. 


“It is the first winter in the his- 
tory of the Highway Department that 
south Georgia roads have suffered 
from the weather,” he said. “The 
weather down our way has not been 
80 good, but we have some of the re- 
pair work done and will finish it as 
speedily as possible.” 


FIRST LOAN COTTON 
SOLD BY FARMER 
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Transaction of 347 Bales 
Nets Grower $2 Per 


500 Pounds. 


NEW ORLEANS, La., April 21.— 
(UP)—The first release of “loan” cot- 
ton under the government’s new plan 
to dispose of 1,000,000 bales of its 
4,500,000-bale holdings this year, was 
reported today by the John M. Par- 
ker Company. 

It was a 347-bale transaction. 4 
farmer who borrowed 12 cents a pound 
from the government on his crop in 
1934, more than it was worth on the 
market, was allowed to redeem it to- 
day for 11.41 cents a pound. The 
government is letting the farmers re- 
deem cotton at $1.25 a bale below 
the market price for middling cotton. 
The 347 bales were better than mid- 
dling, so the farmer got a premium 
that made his total profit about $2 a 
bale, the company announced. 

The government bore the cost of 
two years’ storage, as part of its new 
program. It is estimated the govern- 
ment will lose about $10,000,000 
through its manipulations with the 
1,000,000 bales alone. 

The American Cotton Co-operative 
Association announced tonight it had 
received 30,000 bales of the 12-cent 
loan cotton from the government, 
which was now ready for its farmer- 
members to claim. 

The A. C. C. A. reported farmers were 
generally anxious to redeem the cot- 
ton and dispose of it ow the market, 
but the movement had been delayed 
because the official forms were late in 
reaching them.

At the beginning of 1935 there were 
525 veterans alive. At the beginning 
of 1936 but 417 remained. Today 
there are but 375 on the lists. 

The number of veterans’ widows 
likewise is gradually becoming small- 
er. In January, 1935, there were 
2,228 widows receiving pensions, Jan- 
uary, 1936, the number was 1,951. To- 
day it is 1,847. 

No Veterans in Sparta. 

Some counties have no living vet- 
erans within their borders. Hancock 
(Sparta) county is one of them. The 
annual dinner given by the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy at Spar- 
ta will be foregone, 

With living veterans to honor, Chap-
